II was nnly lani or three 
day* ago that the vehicle in which he was 
coning to Bydney lo attend his dutie* in the 
Coun L iL, broke down oo s portion of Ihe rosd, 
to that he had been induced lo rtiaw a section 
ni it, the vehicle was in tonaequencc detained 
twu hours, He did not mean to find fault 
with the •mceernenis inade by the Govern- 
ment, nor did he think that ihe money voted 
list year by th* legislature for the repair of 
Ihe mailt waa inadequate. Rut he did think 
iliat aome fauH must eiial in the waideri* or 
local boiliei Ippninfetlto carry out the (Invem- 
ment arringemetiis.

but whether owing to Ihr wardens, oc lo Ihe 
gentlemen y> pointed lo manure ihe expendi- 
ture of the Government fund*,— at toon as they 
got into ihe Bciiima district, the road for 
twentv mile* became almost impassshlr. The 
road from Berrima 10 Psddy'a River waa ab- 
solutely impassable in *om« places. In one 
psn there wta s snip of road in the middle, 
about file feet wide, which was tnlerttbly good ; 
hut on esch ei.te of ihit Lhir* waa a eheam 
three fi-et deep. On Ihe tide or the toad was 
another strip of good road, ibout two or three 
feet widr; hut on each aide of the atrip was 
a chum two feel deep. I'ndtr luch 
circumstance* at three it waa absolutely im- 
poeeihle Lhat vehicle! could tnceli asft-ly, or 
that Ihr mailt could be punctually delivered.

Il i* no Icaa than thit of tara- 
ing men " fr.«n darkness to light," from ini 
power of Satan to aeno th* living Ood : that 
the heathen may race t re such view* of Ctnl- 
tun truth aa shall Lead thn to t cordiil, fall, 
and prompt approcUcion ef the menu of thi 
death nf Christ, and reliance en thou nrriii 
for present aal ration, and for deliimnct now 
th* wrath lo conic, ud " inheritance, amuf 
them which are tauieufled." The raolauci 
referred to *uce*aa. It waa a thought HsM" 
lated to raise tbe spirit, snd cause evtTJ re- 
newed soul lo brsauhe in thuktubess to Ooi 
that there had bees any measure of luoowl 
in the misaionsry snlerpiia*. By the report n 
■jmeara that there were Ito.ei* per*.'ei«- 
rolled as member* of the Church in conaeiial 
with this Missioniry Society, and alibooih il 
too much to Bujipoa. that ths wh«»
